Brother Louis Stoltz, one of the five original Marianists to come 
to Japan, established St. Joseph in 1901 for the foreign stu- 
dents at Gyosei (‘Morning Star’ school), For the following 96 
years, despite two world wars, a terrible earthquake, and the 
military persecution of Christianity the St. Joseph religious 
community served God by educating young people. Last sum- 
mer, 1997, the Marianist Community was officially closed. And 
although the Brothers rooms are now vacant (see photo below) 
and the chapel no longer echoes with their hymns, the family 
spirit, devotion, and love of the many Marianist Brothers and 
Fathers who came to serve at SJIS is kept alive in the minds, 
hearts, and prayers of the thousands of young men and women 


whom they taught. 


Depending on one's age, the names Louis Stoltz, John Gaschy, 
Albert Haegeli, Leo Kraft, Aloysius Solden, Albert Bletzacker, 
Laurence Tsuda (graduate and priest), Robert Maruyama 
(graduate and Brother), Karl Wilhelm, Charles Loebig, Francis 
Gerber, Joseph Wasy, James Mueller, and John O'Donnell 
bring a flood of memories. These men, and many others who 
are not listed, worked through education to realize a spiritual 
change in Japan and around the globe. The fact that over 
twenty Marianists are buried in the Foreign Cemetery gives 
some indication of their dedication to this ‘mission.’ 


Man-made institutions, like men themselves, experience a birth, 
growth, decline, and death. It is thus, in a way, natural for the 
Marianist Community at St. Joseph to close. And the sadness 


| that many of us feel at its passing would be best turned into a 


resolve to continue with the work of educating young men and 
women (in the footsteps of the Brothers and Fathers we knew 
and loved). Almost every St. Joseph graduate, including each 
of the presently enrolled students, has a favorite story about 
one of the Brothers or Fathers who particularly moved him or 
her. It is this ‘family spirit’ that is what we should perpetuate.
